As a result the Patent will be issued in 
my name. . 

I am worried about my documents in the U.S. Please let me know if another person has 
submitted the same application for Patent, in order I can follow up the case through 
RCMP or possibly FBI. 

In case you receive my second envelop and you issue a Patent to my name, I shall have 
no worry.
